Tree Warden’s Report. 


First annual :eport Bie Tree Warden of the Town of 
Falmouth for the year ending December 381, 1900. 


To THE CITIZENS OF FALMOUTH:— 


As this is the first year that the office of Tree Warden has 
been established in the Town of Falmouth, | feel that a few 
words in explanation of the work from the present Tree Warden 
will be advisable, and perhaps to some may explain in a slight 
degree the difficulties, aud perhaps failures, attendant upon a 
first year in any department of public work. 

The first real work of the Tree Warden was the: setting out 
of trees. called for by the residents of different parts of the town, 
on the public highways, which I personally directed and in 
which I endeavored (as far as possible) to please all, in the kind 
of trees wished for and in their location. The demand however, 
has been greater than the appropriation would supply, so it was 
those who applied first that were the most fortunate. The work 
will increase: there will be trees called for to put on new roads 
laid out, and the labor on trimming same will be much increased 
as there will be more in number to care for, and the ravages of 
insects and caterpillars are sure to call for more care and time to 
prevent the trees being destroyed, so it seems to me that a larger 
sum is needed to carry on the work successfully. 

There is one thing I would like to call the attention of the 
public to particularly, and it is that of hitching horses so near the 
trees on the public highways that they can reach and bite them. 
Considerable damage is done in this way,the result being that the 
trees die and have to be replaced, and so much time in the 
growth of a tree is lost. I have had to remove them from this 
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cause, when a little thougthfulness on the owner's part would 
have saved the trouble and expense. 

There is at present no proper tools to carry on the work, 
aud, in the Tree Warden’s opinion, the town should authorize. 
the purchase of such appliances as are necessary to carry on the 
work successfully and profitably, as in other departments of town 
work. 

In consideration of all this, I would suggest that at the next 
annual town meeting a larger appropriation be made for trees 
alone. I think $200 for trees and $300 for tools and labor on 
trees would be advisable. I have tried to perform my duties 
conscientiously and faithfully, and trust the public will be satis- 
fied with my interested endeavors to serve them in the capacity 
of Tree Warden.

BRIDGES. 


Under the appropriation of one hundred and 
twenty-five dollars, voted to extend the Teaticket
